kingdom for political reasons. 


GENERAL ADMINISTRATION.

The rules will save 
the scions of good famil y from ruin and encourage the spread 
of education among them, while the educated youths in general 
have also not been left out in the cold. It is a good thing that 
candidates will have to pass an examination before appoint- 
ment, The Panjab Government has acted wisely in not mek 
ing a University degree u sine gud non like other Governments, 
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because in that ease thé posts would be monopolized by Uni- 
versity men. The Panjab Government has really done 4 
great honour to the Panjab University in empowering it to 


make recommendations. No such privilege is enjoyed by 
any other Indian University. 


The Julwa- i- Tür (Meerut) of the 24th September says 
that the name of Lord Ripon will be 
always mentioned with honour in In- 
dia. He has done more good to the conntry than any late 
Viceroy did or any future Viceroy is likely to do. One of 
the most important measures adopted by him for the benefit 
of natives is his local self-government scheme, According to 
this scheme private gentlemen and not Government servants 
are to be presidents of municipal and local committees. But 
the district officers, who have hitherto been presidents and 
have always spent manicipal funds according to their own 
sweet will, cannot easily part with this power. Except in 
two or * distriots, they ha ve again been appointed presi: 
dents of municipal committees in all districts, and tahsildars 
continue to be presidents of local committees in tahsils. If 
there are men among natives who are capable of holding the 
offices of Subordinate Judge, Munsif, and Deputy Collector, 
are there no men among them capable of managing local 
affairs? If they are fit to be vice-presidents, ate they not fit 
to be presidents as well? If they are not now considéred fit 
to be presidents, we do not think that they will be considered 
so after two years. The Government of India should issue a 
final order to the effect that no Government servant oat ™ 
president of any local committee in any case. ,

to the Press to assist the Government in this matter. In 
future greater attention will be paid to the comments of the 
Press, and in some cases abstracts of, and in others full 
extracts from, the articles of newspapers will be circulated 
among the Members of the Legislative Council. The Govera- 
ment has really done great honour to the Press in expressing 
these views. Every Bill, together with the Statement of Ob- 
jects and Reasons and the speech made by the Member in 
charge in moving for leave to introduce it, should be translated 
into the vernacular languages in vogue in the different 
provinces. Copies of the translations shonld be supplied lo 
the headmen, schoolmasters, and patwaris in each town, 
and they should be directed to explain them to the people. 
Public bodies and legal practitioners should be . 
When any changes are subsequently made in any sections of 
a Bill, the amendments, and the reasons which led to those 
amendments should be again as widely published a as was the 
original Bill, In the case of long Bills the Government 
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ask the proprietors of English and vernacular newspapers to 
publish them in their papers and pay them for the publication. 
Municipal and district committees may be justly required to 


assist the Government with money in carrying out this 


scheme. The sale of Bills at a low price will not tend to 
promote the object in view to any great extent.

The Delhi Punch of Lahore again has a long editorial in 
The case of the Begam its issue of the 20th September on the 
ree pir jr Pomc case of the wife of Nawab Ghulam 
Mahbub Subhüni. It is difficult to 

say whether Mr. Kennedy acted in bad or good faith in this 
case. In either case he.is not free from blame. If his 
proceedings were prompted by evil motives, he has committed 
an offence. If he acted in good faith, he is unfit for his post. 
He may have received a good education at college; but a man 
who has book-learning and no experience is like an animal 
loaded with books. Nothing could be more unwise than to place 
the necks of thousands of dumb men like natives into the 
hands ofsuch an inexperienced man. An inexperienced judge 
is an angel of death to the people. Our British Government, 
to which Providence has entrusted the destinies of millions of 
human beings, must fully appreciate its responsibilities and 
not allow itself to be blinded by an inordinate race feeling. 
Does it not know that an English youth, who is not well 
acquainted with the customs, manners, and the langusge of the 
natives, may do incalculable mischief, if he should be appointed 
to rule over them? No European officer should be entrusted 
with any powers until he has fully made himself acqual 
with the customs, manners, and language of the people. 
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over, European officers must be always, like Cesar’s wife, 
above suspicion. The popularity or unpopularity of British rule 
in India depends in a great degree on the conduct of district 
officers. If Mr. Kennedy considered the accused to be guilty, 
he should have inflicted a proper punishment on her, but it 
‘ought not to have been so severe. There was no necessity to 
allow the spectators to enter the court when that case was being 
heard and to unveil her in open court. Could he not have 
her identified through some respectable women? In India 
respectable ‘persons prefer death to the dishonour of their 
women. We know very well how dangerous it is for a native 
editor to criticise the acts of the officers of his own district. 
But the entreaties of our friends at Lahore and the sense 
of the duty we owe to the country have obliged us to 
expose the high-handed proceedings of Mr. Kennedy. When 
a native of such rank and position has been dishononred, 
others may be subjected to the same dishonour, because 
Europeans regard natives as dogs. Moreover, it would be 
difficult for the Government to check the religious animosity 
between the Hindus and Musalmans if it were once strongly 
awakened. These considerations have induced us to bring 
the matter to the notice of ihe Government, although we 
know very well that our complaints will not have the desired 
effect; on the contrary, we should not be surprised if, like 
Mr. Roe, the Deputy Commissioner of Multan, whose con- 

duct in connection with the late riots at that place was 
greatly to blame, Mr. Kennedy should receive speedy 
promotion. Jt would be useless to call for an explanation 
from Mr. Kennedy, because his version of the story must be 
one-sided. An adequate punishment should be inflicted on 
him after an open enquiry, and for the future no inexperi- 
enced Euglishman should be appointed a Judge. There are 
hundreds of young European officers like him who commit 
arbitrary acts every day. If the Government is bound to 
mpport them, it may give them their pay gratis, bat, 
should not entrust the administration of justice to them. 
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That Europeans should be able to dishonour natives with 


impunity even in the time of Lord Ripon and Sir Charles 
Aitchison shows what a great misfortune it is to be a native,

(1) The convenience and comfort of native assengers are not 
sufficiently consulted by railway authorities, Respectable 
Natives do not generally travel first lass or ‘second class 
through fear of European passengers. ‘The third class carri- 
"ges are overcrowded. Although the fare fos the intermedi: 
te class carriages exoveds that for’ the third class :carriages 
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by 50 per cent., the two classes of carriages do not differ 
much from each other. Moreover, intermediate class carriages 
are not attached to all passenger trains, and more than 
one carriage of that class is never attached to any train. 
(2) Proper arrangements bave not been made for the conve- 
nience of native women in accordance with native customs. 
(3) Railway servants harass passengers. We hope that simi- 
lar memorials will be forwarded to the Conference from other 
towns. There is one other thing which deserves to be brought 
to the notice of the conference. All classes of people are at 
present seated indiscriminately in the same carriages, but this 
is very objectionable. There should be a separate carriage in 
each train for the low classes of people, such as sweepers, dha- 
nuks, &c., whose touch is regarded as unholy by the higher 
classes.
